Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the amendment filed August 1 , 2007 the 
applicant argues that the Lane reference does not disclose a connection means for fastening the bottom element, the peripheral walls and 
the cover element to each other, said connection means included in each of the elements and the examiner has not addressed this 
limitation. In response, Lane discloses a means for connection of the elements and providing a seal for the elements as described in 
column 3, lines 3-36 and cited in the final office action. The examiner maintains that the means as described meet the limitations of the 
claim. Applicant argues that the member (24, 26) of Stewart is a drain hole and plug and not a means of controlling gas flow in and out of 
the container. In response, the drain hole is capable of allowing the flow of gas in and out of the container and the plug acts as a basic 
valve device for the opening and controlling any flow through the opening. The rejection of claims 9-19 in the final office action is 
maintained. 
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
